Wei  come  to  the  College  Royal 


Thirty  years  ago  College  Royal  had  its  humble  beginning.  The 
foundations  that  were  laid  at  that  time  have  proven  sound  and  the 
founders  of  College  Royal  can  be  justly  proud  of  their  accomplish- 
ment. 

When  thinking  of  those  who  were  responsible  for  the  beginning 
of  College  Royal,  the  late  Professor  Wade  Toole  must  be  given 
recognition.  A  graduate  of  Class  1911  O.A.C.,  Professor  Toole 
joined  the  staff  of  the  Animal  Husbandry  Department  in  1917. 
In  1924  his  plans  to  establish  a  student  model  of  the  Royal  Winter 
Fair  materialized  and  a  three-hour  display  of  animal  showmanship 
marked  the  first  College  Royal.  Although  Professor  Toole  passed 
away  only  four  years  later,  the  enterprise  which  he  fostered  has 
grown  into  the  biggest  and  most  worth-while  student  activity  on 
the  Guelph  campus.  The  College  Royal  which  you  will  see  this 
year  may  be  a  credit  to  those  who  are  participating  but  it  also 
serves  as  a  tribute  to  a  great  man  and  educationalist,  Professor  Wade 
Toole.  His  name  will  never  be  forgotten. 

Although  College  Royal  was  primarily  an  Animal  Husbandry 
show,  it  has  broadened  in  scope  until  it  now  embraces  nearly  every 
phase  of  curricular  and  extra-curricular  activities  at  the  three  Guelph 
colleges.  New  divisions  have  been  added  almost  every  year.  This 
year  the  Dog  Show  has  been  officially  recognized  and  a  Chemistry 
section  has  been  included  for  the  first  time.  The  fields  of  com- 
petition are  practically  unlimited  and  the  degree  of  student  par- 
ticipation indicates  that  the  honour  of  being  a  College  Royal  win- 
ner is  well  recognized. 

The  theme  of  this  year's  show  "Advancement,  Prosperity,  Peace" 
provides  plenty  of  food  for  thought.  The  present  world  situation 
and  economic  trends  in  Canada  cannot  be  lightly  cast  aside.  It  is 
our  hope  that  College  Royal  is  the  type  of  student  activity  which 
will  help  to  produce  graduates  who  are  capable  of  contributing  to 
the  solution  of  these  problems.

The  annual  contest  for  this  beautiful  trophy  is  one  of  the  most 

interesting  features  of  the  College 
Royal,  and  has  long  rivaled  the  show 
ring  for  interest.  This  competition 
was  started  in  1929  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  the  students  an  opportunity 
to  develop  their  ability  in  the  con- 
struction of  educational  exhibits. 
Each  club  or  option  has  designed  and 
built  an  exhibit,  and  today  these  ex- 
hibits represent  all  fields  of  academic 
activity  on  the  campus.  The  spirit  of 
competition  shown  is  a  fitting  tribute 
to  the  wisdom  of  the  founder  of  the 
College  Royal,  Professor  Wade  Toole. 

The  Trophy  was  presented  to  the 
College  Royal  executive  by  the  staff 
and  students  of  the  Ontario  Agricul- 
tural College  for  annual  competition. 
In  many  ways  it  is  symbolic  of  the 
life  of  Professor  Wade  Toole.  A 
flock  of  sheep  was  the  source  of  rev- 
enue which  paid  Professor  Toole's  ex- 
penses while  he  was  a  student  at  the 
College.  John  Toole,  the  Professor's 
elder  son,  was  the  model  from  which 
the  figure  of  the  Trophy  was  de- 
signed. The  artist  who  modelled  the 
Trophy  conceived  the  idea  from 
watching  a  student  exhibit  a  lamb  at 
the  1927  College  Royal.
